REMARKABLE SURGICAL CASE.

A Lady Whe was Szalped Aeccident
Undergoes the Process of Skim Graf-
ing Sucecssfully—Ne Similar Case om
Rscord.

The Waterbury (Coan.) dAmerican
contains an account of successful sur-
gery that Is worthy of notice. It is
the case of Miss Hattie Thomas, who
more than a year ago, while in the
employment of Edwin Bmith, a man-
ufacturer of buttons in Naugstuvek,
bad her hair torn completely off her
head from the nape of the neck to the
forehead, Including one eyebrow and
a part of one ear, by being caught in
a revolving shaft. The wound was
worse than the scalping by an Indian,
who merely cuts a clrcle of three or
four inches diameter about the erown,
aud leaves his victim tonsured like a
Roman monk or friar. Such eases of
scalping are on record In which the
loss of the natural headcovering wae
supplemented by an artificial toupee.
Bot in this case the exposure of the
skull threatened death by exhaustion
induced by suppuration. The dmer-
ican says:

‘‘Af the time 1§ was sup the
vietim of the borrid msiming could
survive the shock but a short time,

to her nervous system, her life would
be of but shors duration, as she could
not long stand the agony of the paln
from the wound, nor the drmin upon
her constitution by the suppusation,
that muet inevitably stake place.

Dr. 8. G. Barrett, then of Nauga-
tuck, but now residing In Waterbury,
who was in almost constant attend-
ance upon the sufferer, found that she
was likely to rally from the first ef-
fects of the accident. He therefore
determined to resort to the process of
‘‘skin grafting,” discovered about
three years ago by M. Reverdin, of
Paris, as a means of saving the life of
his patient. About six or seven
weeks after the accidens, when the
wound had been brought into a
healthy state by suppuration, the ex-
periment was tried, the ient her-
self furnishing the first ‘‘seed skin”
from her arm. The method of re-
moving the skin required is simply to
clasp the plece between the thumb
and finger, raising it up, and ellp-
ng off with knife or scissors. This

Iy enceuraged the doctor, who contin-
ued experiment, still taking the
‘*seed skin'' from the arm of Mim
Thomas, but the excepsive discharge
from the head wound, and the addi-
tlonal drain from the nmew wounds,
necessitated by the removal of the
skin, made it absolutely mnecessary
that the doctor procure his supply of
“seed skin’’ from other sources. {llu
Gibson, her faithful nurse and partic-
ular frioad Lefore mnd wfier the acel-

supply, and when the lady was ex-
hausted, and the experiment contin-
ued to show every indication of suc-

| cees, the dooctor mutilated his own

arm for the benefit of his patient and
the elucldation of science. And not
the least noteworthy circumstance is
that & number of the yonnf lady
triends of Miss Thomas came forward
and volunteered to furnish, as far as
they could, whatever new material
was needed. Thus the doctor, at va-
rious times and from different per-
seed

es belng sufficient to covar a silver
half dollar. These larre pieces were,
in some instances, divided and sub-
divided, so that the number of separ-
ate pieces applied to the wound
amounted to at least one hundred and
fifty. These pieces of healthy skin
thus transplanted would soon grow
and extend from one plece toanother,
until, after the lapee of time, the
pieces would join each other and shoot
out until the margio of the wound
was reached, and in this manner the
head had become entirely covered
with a new growth of skin. All kinds
of wounds heal from the margin and
not from the center, and tne growth
from the old skin in this case, all |
round from the back of the neek to
the eyebrows, has been only aboul an
Inch. If this “‘grafting’’ or ‘‘trans-
planting’’ had not been resorted to,
the wound would have remained a
running sore and soen exhausted the
life of the victim.

On examining the head the action
of nature can be seen in the develop-
ment of new blood-vessels ¢r veins,
which branch out and unite with
each other, she original ‘‘seed skin”
forming no Impediment tothe growth
of the veins. The development of
veins and blood-vessels aleo Indlcaten
healthy action of the skin.

It is doubtful if & case so remarka-
ble is on record. If the experiment
roves to be a3 successful as present
ndications promise, the skill of Dr.
Bartiett will be as profituble to him
as the recovery of his patient will be
gratifying.”
